He said that image is conveyed through 
events like a news conference with NBA great 
Earvin “Magic” Johnson donating money for a 
city youth summer jobs program or President 
Obama hugging Emanuel when he designated 
the Pullman area a national monument. 

Garcia, on the other hand, is seen as a “pop- 
ulist responding to the needs of people that 
have not felt a sense of obligation and atten- 
tion by the mayor to them,” Newman said. 
“Chuy represents the anti-Rahm vote.” Gar- 
cia’s commercial with him standing in front of

and fuzzy Simpson said. But Garcia is trying 
to portray Emanuel as the i percent, he said. 

Emanuel is hitting Garcia hard in attack 
ads as not being up to the job of mayor and 
lacking specific details on how to solve the 
city’s financial mess. Garcia, especially in his 
latest ad with him sitting on his front porch, 
is selling himself as a neighborhood guy who 
listens to residents. 

With less than one week to go, the candi- 
dates are pushing their messages and images 
full steam ahead. 

“What Chuy is trying to show is that he re- 
ally does have a plan and is able to govern the 
city What Rahm is trying to add to his image 
is that he really does know the neighborhoods 
and cares about them,” Simpson said. 

“In one way,” Simpson said, “the campaign 
is a war of images.”

Manhunt ongoing for 
Kankakee jail escapee 


Chicago Tribune 

Heavily armed teams of officers on Thurs- 
day continued to search for a murderer who 
walked out of the Kankakee County jail a day 
earlier after beating a correctional officer and 
stealing his uniform. 

Kankakee County Sheriff Tim Bukowski 
said officials believe the felon, Kamron T 
Taylor, 23, is getting help from someone and 
warned that anyone found to be aiding his es- 
cape would face criminal charges. 

“We have to believe that someone is helping 
him, concealing him,” Bukowski said at a news 
conference Thursday morning. “We will pros- 
ecute those people to the full extent of the law 
We are able analyze phone activities, visitor 
records, and have been interviewing inmates.” 

The sheriff’s office released an image taken 
from a surveillance camera showing Taylor 


wearing the guard’s jacket. Teams from the Il- 
linois State Police, the U.S. Marshals Service 
and other law enforcement agencies were 
analyzing tips and other information to guide 
their search of the Kankakee area, as well as 
other locations in Illinois and other states, 
Bukowski said. 

“We know he has a weapon and will not 
hesitate to use it,” the sheriff said. 

When the correctional officer entered Tay- 
lor’s pod early Wednesday to conduct a routine 
check, Taylor attacked from the side, choked 
him and hit him on the head, officials said. 

Taylor walked out of the jail at 3:12 a.m. 
Wednesday found the officer’s car using a fob 
on the set of keys he’d stolen and drove away 
authorities said. He abandoned the car in the 
12000 block of South Lincoln Avenue about 
8:30 a.m.

Framework set for Iran nuclear deal 


After marathon negotiations, the United States, 
Iran and five other world powers announced an 
agreement Thursday outlining limits on Iran’s 
nuclear program to block it from developing 
atomic weapons and directing negotiators to- 
ward a final accord this summer. 

The United States and Iran each hailed the 
framework, reached by weary but upbeat diplo- 
mats after a week of intense diplomacy in Swit- 
zerland that capped i8 months of negotiations. 
Speaking from the White House, President 
Obama called it a “good deal” that would ad- 
dress concerns about Iran’s nuclear ambitions. 

Crucially for the Iranians, it also would 


provide them broad relief over time from in- 
ternational sanctions that have crippled their 
economy 

StiU, critics in both nations as well as wary 
US. allies Israel and Saudi Arabia likely were 
to oppose the “plan of action” because of con- 
cessions allowing Iran to maintain significant 
elements of a program that could be used to 
produce either energy or nuclear arms. 

“I am convinced that if this framework leads 
to a final comprehensive deal, it will make our 
country our allies and our world safer,” Obama 
declared. “It is a good deal, a deal that meets 
our core objectives.” 


Ind., Ark. approve changes

Jake: One of our first catch experiences I 
think she ended up with a pretty nice egg 
on her shin. It kind of ruined it for her, but I 
don’t blame her. 

Are you competitive with each other? 

Jake: [Laughs]. In everything. 

Brittany: And he really means everything. 
Jake: She’s got no shot at [competing with 
me] in bike riding. 

Brittany: And he’s got no shot at Tetris; I win 
every time. Bowling, I win every time. 

Jake: Believe it or not, she does win in bowl- 
ing. 

Brittany: Everything else he pretty much has 
an advantage on me. 

Jake: I’m trying to work on her pingpong 
skills so I have a viable partner to improve 
my game. She’s not buying in completely to 
that— I’m still trying to sell her. 

Brittany: I get in trouble very often for not 
taking things as seriously [as he does]. 

Jake: I’m ultra competitive and she is too. 

She gets mad at me sometimes about that, 
but I think that sometimes I make her mad 
enough to really want to beat me. 

Brittany, are you a competitive runner? 
Brittany: I am not. It’s been a while since I 
did long distance running, probably in my 
competitive gymnastics days. So I’m just do- 
ing fun run this year. ... I’m personally more 
of a Pilates girl. Jake sends me texts and he 
says on his “light” days he’ll be 5 miles in on 
the treadmill. I wish I could do that. 

Is there a certain person, or moment, who 
inspired you to give back? 

Jake: There’s always people throughout my 
career and looking back who have served as 


motivators or inspired me in different ways. 
But I think that just being in the position I 
am, I feel I have a certain responsibility to 
contribute as much as I can, obviously on the 
field but off the field as well. 

Brittany: When we were with the Baltimore 
Orioles, we got involved with Wounded War- 
riors because both of my brothers are in the 
military So we kind of started in that sense 
of wanting to find specific things that were 
personal to us. 

The Race to Wrigley I know it’s support- 
ing the Lurie Children’s Hospital. Last year 
when Jake was coming off the DL, our son 
was spending two nights in the hospital with 
croup. We just have this firsthand experience 
with Lurie and got to see kind of the way 
they operate and take care of their families 
there. So that’s something that Jake and I like 
to support. 

Jake: [A sick child] can be a scary thing, but 
to be in good hands like we were at Lurie was 
a great feeling for us. Especially with me hav- 
ing to make my first start of the year the next 
day It was a tough process for us, but they 
made that process very easy to deal with.

N oah Baumbach’s more acidic movies (“The Squid and the Whale,” “Margot 
at the Wedding”) were too bitter for my taste. They felt like therapy, and 
not in a productive way 

The writer-director’s on a roll, though, with 2013’s fantastic “Frances Ha” and now the excel- 
lent “While We’re Young,” opening Friday It stars Ben Stiller and Naomi Watts as a couple in 
their 40s seeking to revive their youth through a friendship with a couple in their 20s (Adam 
Driver, Amanda Seyfried). The 45-year-old Baumbach, who spent six months after he graduated 
from college living in Rogers Park and is romantically linked to frequent collaborator/former 
Chicagoan Greta Gerwig, sat down with RedEye at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel to talk about 
feeling old and why the tone of his work has changed so much. 


What’s something that makes you feel old 
now that didn’t make it into the movie? 

{Laughs.} There’s definitely things like 
friends of mine who are younger— where 
you were during the Clinton administration 
or things like that. Those sort of things can 
suddenly make me feel old. Or how old they 
were when they saw a certain movie. But I 
find it’s more true probably for things that 
are more a part of {politics or history}. I just 


remember the first election I voted in was 
Dukakis {in 1988}, and then to hear people 
not being old enough to vote, who I feel 
very close to and friends with, not being able 
to vote during the first Clinton presidency, 
that’s striking to me. But that’s life. 

What about something that makes you feel 
young? Does that work in reverse, if some- 
one older is doing that? 


Sure, sure. You’re used to it growing up 
because everyone’s always talking about the 
presidents or culture that you’re too young 
{for}, and you always sort of wish you’d lived 
through what you perceived as cooler cultural 
events. 

Woodstock, man! 

Yeah, Woodstock. Or political happenings. 
And then you get old enough yourself to 
realize you’ve lived through your own version 
of those and people look at those. Like Kurt 
Cobain— things like that, which I did live 
through, was sort of of-age for. My son is 
five; he hasn’t seen “Star Wars,” but he loves 
“Star Wars.” And he loves the characters and 
everything. And he asked me when did I first 
get into “Star Wars.” I was like, “There was 
no ‘Star Wars’ until I was I think a year or 
two older than you are now” So that makes 
me feel I guess old and young. 

The implication is always that being young 
is good and being old is bad. What’s some- 


thing bad about being young and good 
about being old? 

The issue I had in my 20s, which I think 
is not uncommon for people in their 20s, 
is they feel already like, “Time is running 
out and there’s still this urgency and people 
are moving so quickly and I haven’t done 
anything.” And of course when you’re older 
and you have some perspective, you look at 
it and you think, “Y)u’ve got so much time. 
Relax, it’s fine.” But of course you can’t. It’s 
easier said in retrospect than done in the 
present. And “Lrances Ha,” the movie I made 
before this, was in some ways exploring that 
phenomenon. Some of the things addressed 
in “While We’re Young” gets into the idea 
that there’s a part of you that always thinks 
you were just 25. {Laughs.} I think a positive 
about getting older, if you are able to feel this 
way is to enjoy having that perspective. You 
can relax a little bit. That urgency in your 
20s, you don’t feel it the same way Of course 
the irony is time is running out quicker for 
you {when you’re older}, or at least same 




pace, but more of it’s passed for you. But the 
benefit of being in your 20s is you don’t have 
a doc to tell you you have arthritis. That’s the 
drag of getting old is you’re getting old. 

In an interview co-star/former Beastie Boy 
Adam Horovitz was asked if it’s wrong to 
pretend to be a kid when you’re not. He said, 
“No! Not at aii. To a certain degree. No one 
wants to see the oid person at the ciub.” 
What do you think about that? 

{Laughs.} Well, probably the young people 
don’t want to see the old person at the club. 
Actually the old people don’t want to see the 
old people at the club either. I don’t 
know; I never really went to clubs 
so I don’t have that problem. 

Weii, as far as pretending to 
be a kid when you’re not. 

I guess there’s a point 
where— there’s a line in 
“Greenberg,” a movie I made 
with Ben also, where he’s talking 
about people in Los Angeles and 
it’s annoying that all the adults dress 
like children. And I feel like there’s a point 
where maybe it’s nice to put on a tie. {And} 
look your age. 

Weii, iooking at your fiimography, you do 
see some different tones and some autobio- 
graphicai eiements. How much do you think 
about how the approach you’ve taken has 
or hasn’t mirrored what’s been going on in 
your personai iife? 

Well, they’re all extremely personal. I sort of 
make that distinction that they’re not auto- 
biographical as much as personal. I’ve used 
autobiographical facts in some of the movies. 
But I like using elements from my life in the 
movies. I like it visually too. I like using loca- 
tions that have meaning to me or people— I 
cast people who I know and friends and fam- 
ily Obviously there are aspects of these mov- 
ies that provoke autobiographical readings, 
certainly some of them more than others, but 
I’m not worried about that really I’m trying 


to make the movie that’s in front of me and 
try to make it as good as I can make it. 

I guess I think about the tartness in “The 
Squid and the Whaie,” “Margot at the Wed- 
ding” and “Greenberg.” Is it fair for viewers 
to see those as paraiiei to times in your iife? 
Something you got out of your system that 
aiiowed you to make these movies that are 
arguabiy iighter? 

I don’t think so. I think after “Squid” I was 
exploring in maybe pushing the darker 
elements or more what might be perceived 
as pricklier elements of human nature and 
families and relationships in terms 
of “Greenberg.” It’s not that my 
overview is represented by 
those movies more or less than 
it’s represented by “While 
We’re %ung” or “Frances.” 

Or why there’s not more me 
then. There’s me then, and 
those are the things I chose 
to do then, and I was going to 
spend my time exploring those 
things so obviously it was something 
intriguing for me. 

But I don’t have any sense of it being— it’s 
not like, oh. I’ve changed from that. It’s more 
human nature is complicated— and before 
that I made “Kicking and Screaming,” which 
some people when I made “Frances” were 
drawing parallels back to that, and that’s 
something I made now at this point 20 years 
ago. I look at filmmakers that I really ad- 
mired growing up and still do, or authors or 
people with long careers who would kind of 
play variations on themes and some— look at 
Philip Roth’s career or Woody Allen’s career 
or Eric Rohmer or {Ingmar} Bergman. These 
people— {Robert} Altman— some of the 
movies are pretty tough, and then others are 
very light. Not Bergman’s so much {laughs}, 
but the others. But even Bergman made 
some comedies. And I like that. I like having 
the same voice take you through a daydream 
and then a nightmare.

Wise beyond its years 


That’s so old- 
fashioned, Cornelia 
(Naomi Watts) 
remarks warmly 
when 20 -somethings 
Jamie (Adam Driver) 
and Darby (Amanda 
Seyfried) say that 
they’re married. Then 
they add that their 
wedding took place in 
a water tower to the 
sounds of a mariachi 
band. And there was 
a slip ’n’ slide. 

Uh, as is tradition? 

So progresses the relationship between 
Cornelia, her husband Josh (Ben Stiller) and 
their much younger new friends, who seem 
so alive and engaged. Not like those unin- 
spired folks in their early 40s being pressured 
by their friends to have kids and struggling 
to accept the benchmarks of aging. ‘Arthritis 
arthritis?” Josh asks his doctor when given an 
unexpected diagnosis about his knee. Replies 
the expert, offering no sympathy: “I usually 
just say it once.” 

The big screen’s never short on stories of 
midlife crisis. At times “While We’re Young” 
speaks its mind a bit too directly, recalling 
that line from Josh Radnor’s excellent “Lib- 
eral Arts” (“Nobody feels like an adult; it’s 
the world’s dirty secret”). But the terrifically 
acted “Young,” the second consecutive big 
winner from increasingly appealing writer- 
director Noah Baumbach (“Frances Ha”), 
doesn’t settle for base observations about en- 
V3dng the energy to stay out late or grumbling

about the trouble with kids today This is a 
triumphant examination of confusing efforts 
to figure out what to do with yourself as a hu- 
man of any age. Few stories about the search 
for creativity and connection and feeling feel 
so eminently palpable. 

It’s in the exploration of Josh’s refusal to 
accept that his latest effort as a documentar- 
ian, in progress for a decade, is stuck in an 
endless slog. It’s in his jealousy of Jamie’s 
charisma, which Josh soaks up whenever the 
younger man, who also wants to make docs, 
expresses adoration for his more experienced 
pal. It’s in the biting but not bitter recogni- 
tion of new technology making the world 
no less complicated, especially with people, 
consciously or not, living like the star of their 
own movie. And it’s in the sense that every- 
one fears the world is slipping away but some 
are better at holding on. 

Baumbach may let his female characters 
get steamrolled by the egos of their men, but 
the filmmaker skillfully declines to suggest 
anyone is living the right way and the guys’ 
cluelessness is profound. After the couples 
first spend time together. Josh raves to his 
wife that Jamie and Darby ask questions, 
unlike nights with their older friends, when it 
seems everyone just talks about themselves. 
“They didn’t ask me any questions,” Cor- 
nelia points out. Josh didn’t notice that. He 
was too happy for the chance to talk about 
himself

“Woman in Gold” doesn’t cast these two in 
a love story meant to invert the standard 
May-December gender roles. Though if 
that type of romance were being made, the 
world’s fixation with the 69 -year-old actress’ 
figure (“Helen Mirren Bikini Pics” is a real 
thing) would make her a prime candidate for 
the part. 

In fact, the film is part WWII drama and 
part bureaucracy-driven art thriller, and it’s 
better than you’ve heard. (If you’ve heard 
anything. If you haven’t, forget I said that.) 
Mirren stars as Maria Altmann, a Jewish 
woman who fled Austria during WWII and 
in the late ’90s seeks to recover paintings 
the Nazis stole from her family Her lawyer, 
Randy Schoenberg (Ryan Reynolds), who 
also is Jewish and the grandson of a famous 
Austrian composer, is shockingly removed 
from the events of history “That was over 
a half-century ago!” Randy moronically ex- 
claims after Maria woefully describes when 
Germans killed her friends and tore apart 
her family This isn’t the kind of movie that 
allows for its main character to smack her 
lawyer with a broom, but she totally would

be justified in doing so. 

Together they begin the long, difficult 
process of persuading the Austrian gov- 
ernment that numerous items, including 
Klimt’s “Portrait of Adele Bloch-Bauer I” 
depicting Maria’s aunt, should be returned 
to their original owners. George Clooney 
also tackled the true story of art stolen by 
the Nazis with the justifiably little-seen 
“The Monuments Men.” Rest assured, the 
well-acted “Woman in Gold,” directed by 
Simon Curtis (“My Week with Marilyn”), far 
exceeds Clooney’s bore without unnaturally 
amplilying its real-life source material. Part 
of what makes the movie work is its sincere, 
suspenseful depiction of the grueling de- 
mands of fighting the establishment and the 
ever-relevant need to stand up against abuses 
of power. 

It’s never really clear why Austria consid- 
ers the painting of Adele to be its Mona Lisa, 
and the film’s mechanical plotting isn’t as ef- 
fective as the structure that moves between 
recent past and WWII-era Austria, with 
Tatiana Maslany as a younger Maria and Max 
Irons as her husband. But “Woman in Gold” 
understands the challenge and importance 
of remembering the painful past, especially 
in light of those who still believe that today’s 
lingering prejudices are perfectly acceptable.
